COURAGE AN7D DEVOTION. 
[In the year 1565. Solyman Il.SuIta 


of Constantinople, surnamed the Mag- 
nificent, whose victorious arms had 
spread terror throughout Europe, hav- 
ing reduced the Island of Rhodes, the 
seat of the Knights of St. John of Jeru- 
salem, sent a powerful fleet and army, 
under the command of Mustapha, an 
experienced general, to conquer the I- 
sland of Malta. 
The Island was vigor- 


ously defended by ihe knights of Malla 
under the command of their Grand 
3'laster La Yaletle. 
Afier numerous 


unsuccessful aiiempts to take posses- 
sion of the island, Mustapha raised the 
siege at the expiration of five months — 
The history of that siege is full of the 
recital of deeds of the unexampled val- 
or and devolion of ihe knights. 
Ver- 


tot, in his history of liie Knights of 
jNIalta, gives ihe following account of 
the defence of the Casile of St Elmo.J 


When the Turks besieged thai island 


in 1565, John cle Vaieite being then 
Grand Master, they first attacked the 
caslle of St. Eimo, 
an outpost 100 


small and too disiant from the main 
works to hold out long against their 
continued assaults. 
The knights who 


were quartered there made a gallant re- 
sistance, but their cannon being dis- 
mounted, their defences breached, and 
their numbers thinned, they sent a dep- 
utation to the Grand Master to repre- 
sent the condition of the place, that it 
•was no longer tenable, and sending 
over reinforcements to them worse than 
useless, because il ins'-nsibiy consumed 
the troops necessary for the defence of 
the island. 
Most of the Grand Cros- 


ses, -who composed the council of ihe 
order, coincided with ihese views, but 
the Grand Master was of a contrary o- 
pinioii. 
He agreed indeed, ibai ihe 


fii-st wasnotic'nahh-,and owned lhal he 
roy'd not but lament the fale of ihe 
knighls who, in so dangerous a post. 
were exposed lo daily dr^ih ; byi be in- 
sisted 5bat l3icH«." are some circuiiasian- 
ccs 133 -which il is necessary lo b jzjid

Afier a series of bloodv assaults, from 


the 24th of May to the C]st of June, the 
garrison was reduced to extremity —

ted out and filled with knights. 
But 


the shore was lined with Turkish artil- 
lery, and they were unable to effect a 
landing. 
The besieged in the fort be- 


ing now out of all hopes of succor, 
t h o u g h t of nothing but ending their 
lives like good Christians and true re- 
ligious.—For which purpose they were 
all night long preparing themselves for 
it, by receiving- the sacraments of the 
c h u r c h ; when this was over, and that 
nothing remained but the giving up of 
their souls to God, they embraced one 
another with tenderness, and retired to 
their several posts in order to die with 
their weapons in their hands, and ex- 
pire in the bed of honor. 
Such as were 


not able lo walk by reason of their 
wounds, had 
themselves carried MII 


chairs to the side of the breach, where, 
armed with swords, 
which they held 


with both their hands, they waited with 
an heroic resolution till such time as 
their enemies, towards whom they were 
not able to advance, should come and 
attack them in their posts. 


The next day, the 23d of June, the 


Turks, at daybreak, came on to the as- 
sault, as if they were going to victory 
which it would be impossible to dis- 
pute with them. 
But the Christian 


soldiers defended themselves with in- 
vinciMe 
bravery: one would 
have 


thought that the certainty of an ap- 
proaching death which they were lo 
share in common with the knights, had 
put them on the same level with respect 
lo courage. 
They advanced to meet 


the enemv with as much intrepidity as 
if they had beaten them, and such as 
cou'd not walk fired on the enemy with 
their pieces ; and when by reason of 
their continual discharges they had 
spent all their powder, they supplied 
themselves from the pouches of their 
comrades who had dropped by their 
side; in fine, the knights having sus- 
tained an assault for hours together, 
had but sixty persons left.to defend the 
breach ; but these were something more 
than men, who, by a noble contempt of 
death, still made their enemies trem- 
ble. 
The 
commander, 
seeing 
the 


place on ihe point of being forced by 
the Turks, recalled some Christian sol- 
diers, who 
till then had maintained 


themselves upon the cavalier which lay- 
before the fort. 
The bashaw, seeing 


the breach fortified with this small re- 
inforcement, discontinued the assault 
in an instant, as if he had again been 
disheartened by so obstinate a resis- 
tance, and pretended to retire, but it 
was only to make his janissaries sieze, 
not only on the cavalier, which was a- 
bandoned, but likewise on all .-.uch 
points as were higher than the breach, 
and overlooked the fort. 
The besieged 


employed ibis litlle suspension from 
fighting in dressing their wounds, not 
so much for the sake of preserving the 
poor remains of life, as lo enable them- 
selves to fight for some moments long- 
er with greater vigor. 
At eleven in the 


morning the Turks returned to the as- 
sault w i t h new strength, and the jani- 
zaries, -who from the top of the cavalier 
and other posts commanded ihe place 
with their muskets, pointed out ail such 
persons as they had a mind to kill.— 
The greater part of them perished by 
the enemies' fire; the bailiff of Negro- 
ponl. together with most of ihe knights 
and soldiers that were left, being over- 
whelmed with numbers, died upon the 
breach, and this terrible assault was 
discontinued only lor lack of combat- 
ants, not ending but with the death of 
the last knight.

From the prece- 


ding data, as well as from the body-less 
nature of the mai'cr which appears to 
constitute these planets, every individu- 
al may i n f e r for himself that no prejudi- 
cial effects whatever to our globe are to 
be apprehended from the appearance 
of the present comet. 


It is a very common practice to 


white-wash rooms, walls, and 
fences 


with simple lime and water. 
The re- 


sult is. that a touch brings il off upon 
the hands or clothes, and a few succes- 
sive rains leave almost entirely bare 
the materials upon which it has been 
laid, and which are exposed to the 
weather. 
On in-door work, a little 


glue will fix it PO that it will not easily 
rub off, nor whiten the dress that hap- 
pens to come in contact with it. 
Out 


of doors, glue alone will not answer. — 
Skimnu-d milk is probably the cheap- 
est and best ingredient t h a t can be easi- 
ly procured. Those who put on white- 
wash without any thing of this kind to 
retain it, act on the same principle as 
if they should fill a sieve w i t h water, or 
cover a house with boards without nail- 
ing them.

chance, slip in an argument or two in 
support of his opinion. Take especial 
care never to appear better informed 
than the one you speak to, but be sure 
to hearken to his common place pala- 
ver as if he were an oracle.

the noxious influence and oi neutrali- 
zing liie efieci.s of malaria. 
If, as is 


supposed, ihe poisonous mailer is re- 
ceived inio ihe system through the 
lungs, ii may not be difficult to account 
for ihe action of this very simple pre- 
ventive: it is well known that such is 
the nature of malaria poison, lhat it is 
easily decomposed by even feeble chem- 
ical agents. 
Xow, it is probable lhal 


ihe healed air proceeding from the 
lungs may form an atmosphere- within 
the veil of silk, of power sufficient lo 
decompose ihe miasma in ils passage 
lo ihe mouth ; although it may be e- 
'qually true lhat ihe texture of the silk 
covering may act mechanically as a 
non-conductor, and prove an impedi- 
ment to the transmission of the delele- 


Thc durability of silk is one of its 


quaihies particularly worthy of nonce. 
The follow ing anecdote proves strongly 
iis imperishable nature, even 
under

to the preservation of animal substances:

er, now believes her innocent; and al- 
though we have no wibh to increase the 
excitement which already prevails a 
gainst her, we nevertheless feel it our 
duty to lay before the public a fact, 
which not merely proves almost exclu- 
sively that she had the principal agen- 
cy in the bloody deed, Tor which Mina 
is about to expiate with his life, but 
which also exhibits the character of a 
hitherto highly respectable physician 
of Philadelphia in no very enviable 
light. 
The circumstance to which we 


allude is this : 
Mrs. Chapman calif! 


upon a physician in the city a short 
time previous lo the illness of her hus- 
band, and desired his advice as to the 
effect of arsenic. 
She wished to know 


the quantity which was administered 
iu cases of sickness, and the smallest 
quantity which could possibly produce 
death. 
She enquired fully and partic- 


ularly as to the general properties of 
arsenic ; and, as we understand, gave 
the Physician a fee for the information 
which she obtained. 


This physician knew that the person 


vho had thus consulted him was Mrs. 
Chapman ; he knew that her husband 
had died a short time afterwards, and 
that she was eventually arrested and 
brought to this county, charged with 
having; poisoned that husband ; he fur- 
ther knew that traces of arsenic had 
been discovered by the chemists, in the 
analysis which was made of the stom- 
ach, and the officers of the prosecution 
were unwearied in their exertions to 
obtain proof of her guilt, which was so 
apparent and manifest to all. 
Still, 


with a knowledge of all these facts, he 
suppressed 
and concealed testimony, 


which he well knew was of the utmost 
importance to the interests of the Com- 
monwealth, and which has only been 
discovered since the termination of the 
trial. 
If this fact had been known by 


the gentleman who conducted the pros- 
ecution, previous to her trial, the fate 
of Mrs. Chapman would have been 
sealed, and she would have expiated 
her unnatural crime upon the gallows, 
instead of being returned to society, to 
renew, in all probability, her career of 
guilt and infamy. 


The facts which we have here stated 


are strictly true, and have been obtain- 
ed from such a source as may be relied 
upon. 
We cannot conceive how any 


man with correct moral feelings could 
quietly suffer a criminal, thus steeped 
in guilt, to escape the punishment of 
her crime, when it was in his power to 
have produced a result which would 
have vindicated the violated laws, and 
have cleansed the land of the blood that 
had been shed therein. Such a man 
cannot be a good citizen. He can have 
no correct idea of the duties which he 
owes his fellow man. 
Nay, he who 


will suffer a murderer to escape, is an 
aider and abetter, and may be consid- 
ered as an accessary after the fact.

we take into consideration with the a- 
bove circumstance the declarations of 
Mina, that Mrs. Chapman paid one 
hundred dollars to some one in the city 
for information as to the eHect,of arse- 
nic, and that these declarations were 
made known to him before this consul- 
tation with the physician was known 
by any one here, we must be satisfied 
that there is just cause lor wonder, and 
a sufficient reason for exposing con- 
duct so unaccountable and extraordina- 
ry. 
We -will probably advert lo this 


matter again, and be more explicit in 
our remarks, unless some explanation 
be given by the individual to whom we 
allude.

Ancona, or at least that some amicable 
arrangement, has been entered into in 
relation to the possession of that place. 


The Beii^ic Governor of Luxem- 


bourg has fallen into the hands of the 
Dutch Government. There is little 
doubt that he would be again ^iven up. 
The formal ratification of the 24 Arti- 
cles by Austria and Prussia is publish 
ed in the London papers. 
In conse- 


quence of the reservations with which 
this act is accompanied, and perhaps 
the little faith placed in the acts of des- 
potic governments, it does not seem 
that it is thought in London these rati- 
fications will materially expedite the 
settlement of Belgic affairs.

REPORTS OF WJ1R AND OF CO-

We have this day received informa- 


tion of high importance, which we do 
not hesitate to make known to the coun- 
try and to the Government. 
We do 


not vouch—we deem it our duty to ob- 
serve—for the authenticity of all the 
facts, nor of all the details ; but ihe 
character and position of the person 
who has subscribed the letter which 
contains them, inspire us with, and re- 
ally merit such a confidence, that this 
letter becomes a grave document. In 
not publishing it we should think our- 
selves wanting in our duty to the inter- 
est of France—to the guarantees of its 
security,—to the necessity of observing 
a stricter guard than ever over the pro- 
jects of the Foreign Powers, and over 
the internal intrigues of a faction which 
has an understanding with them,—to 
the necessity of distrusting their paci- 
fic protestations, their means of delay; 
and to compel them to declare in a 
word, for peace or war. 
This is the 


document such as it has reached us: 


"The Austrian army is raised to 'he 


full war establishment. 
The roads are 


covered with transports of military con- 
voys. Tyrol is encumbered with troops 
as well as Styria and Corinthia. 


60 to 70,000 men are between Isongo 


and the Adige, having in the Legations 
a van guard of from 15 to 30,000 men.

Mis wishes are in favor of the Duke of 
Reichstadt: and it is by flattering this 
idea, which he could not serve, that 
Prince Metternich surmounts the hor- 
ror of war entertained by Francis II.; 
with the reservation, however, of using 
the fortune of arms in favor of his ha- 
tred against France, in which the Em- 
peror does not participate. 
Besides, 


the people of Hungary, Germany, Illy- 
ria, and Italy, are in a state of exalta- 
tion, embarrassing to Prince Metter- 
nich. 
All the efforts of this diplomate 


were directed with a view to the ratifi- 
cations of the last protocol, containing 
the precise clause that the King of Hol- 
land should not be constrained by force 
of arms: will he succeed, or has he 
succeeded ?

In Paris (and this is easily verified) 


the oflicial correspondent and agent of 
llolyroocl is the Marshal Duke of Bel- 
luno. From him proceed emeules, pla- 
cards, money, Sec.

this information, as well as the rest, as 
authentic." 


By a very remarkable coincidence, 


at the very lime this information reach- 
ed us we also received from another 
part of Europe (England) a letter from 
our habitual London Correspondent, in 
which we read the following:—"The 
important question of war is again the 
prevailing topic. 
War, 
considered 


impossible a few days since, is much 
talked of at present, and well informed 
persons appear to give credence to the 
•eport. 
There they say that there ex- 


ists a treaty between Austria, Russia 
and Prussia; that by this treaty, Aus- 
tria is bound to send her forces into Ita- 
ly, while Prussia and Russia shall in- 
vade France; that the moment of at- 
tack shall be that of the King of Hol- 
land's campaign to conquer Belgium, 
which has been wrested from nim by 
the revolutionary party; and although 
ihe ratifications have been exchanged, 
these ratifications leave William of Or- 
range perfectly at liberty to act. 
The 


latter will either subvert Leopold's 
throne, or impose the obligation on 
France of assisting her ally; that the 
Government of July, faithful to its ori- 
gin, cannot dispense with sending its 
army to the field, arid that then the con- 
flagration will soon become general. 


They add, that when the time comes, 


Messrs. Bourmont and de la Rochejac-
